Infectious hepatitis, a virus infection 
of 
the 
liver, recently struck Hucks County in the form 
of a miniature epidem ic. Seven persons living in 
a com m unity that would fit a pinpoint 
on 
the 
county map contracted tin* disease. 


I h»* staff of the Bucks County Health Depart­ 
ment noted this from the physicians' reports and 


its sanitation chief, A. M. Roberts, went out to 
look for the source. 


The outbreaks all occurred in a sm all Central 
Bucks village consisting of a trailer, two nouses 
and an apartm ent building. It didn’t take Rob* 
orts long to find a suspected culprit. 


Used Same Well 


All tile victim s were using w ater 
from 
the 
sam e well. The well was less than 50 feet from 
the com m unal septic tank. 


Roberts had the water tested and found it pol­ 


luter!. He directed the landlord to dig 
a 
new 
well, more than twice as far from the sew age 
disposal system . Water 
from 
the 
new 
source 
was found to br* pure and there have been no more 
cases of hepatitis in the area. 


'Hie personnel m anager of a Lower Bucks Coun­ 
ty plant telephoned the county health 
depart­ 
ment expressing concern over one of his em ­ 
ployes. The worker, a fam ily head paid on an 
hourly basis, w as m issing so m any days from 
work he w as about to lose his job. 


A public health nurse, one of IO assigned to 


the departm ent’s Lower Bucks office, made a 
visit to the home. The man was m issing work, 
she found, because he did not feel well. But he 
would not go to a doctor. 


The nurse persuaded the man that he owed it 
to his fam ily to see a doctor. He went, and found 
what he was afraid of finding.

had 
heart 
trouble. The doctor, after exam inations, gave m ed­ 
icines which left the workman feeling fit 
and 
able to go to work with full confidence in his well 
being.
